Absence made the heart grow

Instead of out of sight, out of

“People believed it was a pri¬ 
vate club, that it was something 
they couldn’t join. That was

There has been a 180-degree 
shift in public perception since 
the centre opened, and bocce 
returned to east Port Colbome, 
in 2013. Membership has more 


than tripled, to the current total 
of 329 from 105 in 2010, the 
club's final year at its former

Now there's even a waiting 
list of people eager to take part 
in men’s, women's and mixed 
leagues. Demand exceeding 
supply is a first for a club that 
was established in 1984. 

“By being tied to the commu¬ 
nity centre, people started think¬ 
ing, 'Hey, maybe we should 
try this bocce,” said Nuccitelli, 
a 53-year-old Port Colbome 
native who has been with the 
dub since 2007. 

To the delight of longtime 
bocce players, the explosion 
in membership has nearly off¬ 
set the higher operating costs 
of leasing a kitchen-equipped 
clubhouse and the adjacent 
courts from the municipality. 
Annual dues have increased to 
$50 from $40 per member to 
make up the shortfall.

Regional council defers affordable bus pass move

“We are expecting (temper¬ 
atures) ... to come in above 
seasonal. In terms of precipi¬ 
tation, we are expecting that 
should come in more or less 
seasonal,” she said. 

“The only thing is that just 

expecting below normal pre- 

on that cusp where we could 
either fall below normal in 
terms of precipitation, or just 
around normal." 

The Weather Network has 
released its fall forecast, pre¬ 
dicting conditions for Septem¬ 
ber through November. 

temperatures should be about 
15'C, while average precipita¬ 


tion should be about 240 mil¬ 
limetres. 

“Typically in November we 
get a litde bit of snowfall, about 
10 centimetres or so. But most 
of it comes in the form of rain¬ 
fall, an average of about 240, so 
we should expect right around 
that,” she said. 

“If we’re going above sea¬ 
sonal (temperatures) by about 
two or three degrees, that puts 
us in the high teens. I think 
most people would appreci¬ 
ate that, especially for the first 
half of the season, where we’re 
expected to have a little bit of 
warmth." 

Powell said fall bodes well 
for people who enjoy going 
outside. 

being in Niagara, you have the 
wineries, and stuff that we like 
to do outdoors — I think we’ll 
be able to enjoy that” 

The Weather Network also 
released its winter preview. 

Although weather experts 


have yet to “delve into great 
detail,” initial indicators show 
Niagara will experience a 
“more or less seasonal” win- 

atures, averaging around the 
freezing mark. 

Powell said at this time it’s 
“a bit more difficult” to deter¬ 
mine what sort of winter pre¬ 
cipitation Niagara residents can 

“We came out of a very strong 
El Nino, anditseemsas though 
the trend is heading into a La 
Nina ... although we’re not 
expecting that La Nina will be 
a strong La Nina,” she said. 

“So definitely (this winter) 
shouldn’t be the same as last 
year. Now, of course, that’s not 
to say that we won’t get cold 
spells, but... by the time it’s 
all said and done, hopefully 
we won't be remembering the 
really cold ones. Eventually it 
should average out.”

Dozens of railway ties have 
been dug up during the ongo¬ 
ing construction project in the 
city, the remnants of a century- 
old trolley track that was only 
in service for about six months 
before it was abandoned long 
ago. 


Local historian Terry Hughes 
said the railway ties were part of 
the Niagara, Welland and Lake 
Erie Railroad, installed in about 
1913 to extend a trolley service 
along Niagara Street

installed, the railway company 
soon learned that the trolley cars 
in use at the time were too heavy 
to be supported the old Alexan¬ 
dra Swing Bridge, which used to 
cross the canal where the Main 
Street Bridge now stands. 

“So the line sat there for years, 
not doing much of anything,” 
Hughes said. 

It wasn't until 1922 that a trol¬ 


ley car was developed that was 
light enough for the bridge, and 
the tracks were finally pressed 

who paid five cents per trip.
